CHARLESTON—Fred Moxley, 
Charleston R-l board member, 
announced today that he has 
resigned from the board of ed­ 
ucation and as a candidate for 
re-election April 5. 
The board has been involved in 
a controversy over a school 
bond election for a new high 
school building. 
He ends ll years service on 
a board of education. Before 
serving this past year on the 
Charleston board, he served 
IO years on the Texas Bend 
board of education. Five of the 
IO years on that board he served 
as its president. 
Moxley said that his desire as 
a director was that the school 
be operated efficiently and that 
the system be concerned with 
giving students the best educa­ 
tion possible. 
“ The efforts of our adminis­ 
trators and those who control 
and conduct the daily operation 
of our schools should be cen­ 
tered primarily on this objec­ 
tive,” Moxley said. 
Moxley said while serving as 
a director that he learned many 
things about the operation of the 
school, which in his opinion, 
“ are not consistent with this 
purpose.” 
Saturday the board of educa­ 
tion voted in a secret session 
a second time to hold a special 
bond election March 29 for the 
$1,400,000 high school. This 
will be the second bond elec­ 
tion. 
The first at which the bond 
issue was approved held March 
2, 1965, was ruled invalid by 
bond attorneys in St. Louis. 
Moxley urged that the March 
29 election be postponed until 
the 
general school election 
April 5 or after that. 
Board President H. H. Suther­ 
land called the special meeting 
Saturday in which reporters 
were ordered from the room. 
In secret session the board 
was reported to have voted 
unanimously to hold the bond 
election as planned. 
“ I question the validity of cer­ 
tain actions of the board, the 
wisdom of others and the frank­ 
ness of the board’s advisors in 
disclosing 
full information,” 
Moxley said. 
E arlier Moxley had criticized 
W. Clifton Banta, the board's 
attorney, and Supt, of Schools 
W. R. Pierce, who the board 
has asked to resign at the end 
of this school year. 
“ The matters of the school 
board are of such importance to 
me and the attempt to run it 
honestly and fairly to the voters 
I feel must be done,” Moxley 
said. “ These matters of con­ 
cern to me have affected my 
health and on advice of my doc­ 
tor, I find it necessary to re ­ 
sign as a member of the board 
and withdraw my candidacy for 
reelection,” he continued. 
The reason the bonds were 
ruled invalid was due to re ­ 
organization 
that 
took place 
after the bond election and be­ 
fore the bonds were sold.

Johnson 
Warns 
Allies 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson warned the Atlan­ 
tic Allies today that President 
Charles de Gaulle's efforts to 
reform their alliance could im­ 
peril the security of France and 
endanger the safety of the West­ 
ern world. 
While he expressed confidence 
that the United States and 13 al­ 
lies will stick together to pre­ 
serve NATO, without France if 
necessary, Johnson said: 
“ If our collective effort should 
falter — and our common deter­ 
mination be eroded — the foun­ 
dations of the alliance's present 
stability would be shaken." 
Johnson never mentioned De 
Gaulle by name in his first pub­ 
lic response by him since the 
French president served notice 
three weeks ago that he intends 
to pull his military forces out of! 
NATO, oust NATO 
military 
headquarters from France and 
recover control of U. S. and 
Allied NATO bases on French 
territory. 
Johnson spoke at the State De- 
partment to an audience of For­ 
eign Service officers. Twenty- 
four hours earlier he hadsenta 
personal message to De Gaulle, 
responding to an earlier letter 
from De Gaulle setting forth De 
Gaulle's policies on the future of 
NATO. 
The split between Johnson and 
De Gaulle on the NATO Issue is 
complete. De Gaulle wants to 
dismantle the NATO military 
system and preserve only the 
Atlantic Alliance pledge of 15 al­ 
lies to help each other in case 
of attack. Johnson said the mil­ 
itary system is an essential part 
of deterring aggression. 


Johnson said NATO reform 
should be accomplished by the 
Allies working together, seek­ 
ing to improve rather than to 
dismantle the defense system. 
“ Consultation, not isolation, 
is the route to reform ," he said. 
It was evident his reference to 
“ isolation" was meant to apply 
to De Gaulle. 
The chief executive said at the 
outset that “ we do not believe 
there is any righteousness in 
standing pat" on NATO. 


He added: “ If any organiza­ 
tion is alive and vital—if it is 
to have meaning for all time as 
well as for any particular time 
—it must grow and respond and 
yield to change.”

De Gaulle wants to 
dismantle the NATO military 
system and preserve only the 
Atlantic Alliance pledge of 1501- 
lies to help each other In case 
of attack. Johnson said the mil­ 
itary system is an essential part 
of deterring aggression. 


Johnson said NATO reform 
should be accomplished by the 
Allies working together, seek­ 
ing to improve rather than to 
dismantle the defense system. 
"Consultation, not isolation, 
Is the route to reform ," he said. 
It was evident his reference to 
"isolation" was meant to apply 
to De Gaulle. 
The chief executive said at the 
outset that "we do not believe 
there is any righteousness in 
standing pat" on NATO.

THE GENTLEMAN FROM MISSOURI 
We think Southeast M issourians need to be 
aware of the great contribution being made to 
this d istric t and to the nation as a whole by 
their R epresentative in C ongress, Paul C. Jones. 
This contribution has come in many form s 
over the past several y ears, but it has become 
increasingly evident in the past several months. 
It sta rts with the Southeast M issourian’s con­ 
tribution to agriculture and ends with his in­ 
sistence, on the floor of the House, that fiscal 
responsibility is m ore than a pet phrase to be 
observed only during campaign periods.

Rep. Jones is a D em ocrat in a D em ocratically 
controlled C ongress, but despite this political 
fact of life, he finds him self in a constantly- 
growing m inority within the C ongress, a sm all 
band of men determ ined to buck political ex­ 
pediency for the long-range w elfare of their 
nation. 
A recent exam ple is the obviously politically- 
inspired tax cut of last sum m er, proposed by 
the P resid en t as a sop to voters. This m easure, 
enacted during w artim e to discourage luxury 
purchases, was rem oved against the objections 
of Rep. Jones, who argued with considerable 
logic that the reduction was inflationary and 
should be 
retained in view of an expected 
budget deficit. The Southeast M issourian was 
voted down, 
and the 
m easure was passed. 
Now, less than six months la te r, the adm inis­ 
tration has proposed the tax be reinstated to 
finance the w ar in Viet Nam. 
It would seem , on the face of it, that Rep. 
Jones should favor the reinstatem ent of the tax 
since he voted against rem oving it last year. 
But just the other day he took to the floor of the 
House and once again explained his position. 
Said the Bootheel law m aker: “ No one realizes 
m ore than I do that what I am about to say will 
be an ex ercise in futility, especially in ad­ 
dressin g som e 20 or 25 m em bers who are on 
the floor. I think I understand what the final 
resu lt will be. I do not intend to make any point 
of o rd e r that a quorum is not present, because 
I think m inds a re pretty well made up.” 
Rep. Jones went on to explain that he would vote 
against the tax restoration sim ply because it 
does not rein state the levy on such luxury item s 
as jew elry, fu rs, luggage, purses, handbags, 
toilet a rtic le s, e lectric, gas and oil appliances, 
but does rein state it on such essential com­ 
m odities and services as autom obiles and tele­ 
phone bills. 
Asked Jones of his fellow House m em bers: 
“ Tell m e, how are we going to justify the 
discrim ination which will be made by the adop­ 
tion of this bill?” 
A lm ost in the sam e breath, Jones made re fe r­ 
ence to the ru bber-stam p C ongress by referring 
to som e m em bers of the House as “ those who 
are content to let someone else do their thinking 
for th em .” 
Before his speech was com pleted, the Tenth 
District R epresentative made this prediction, 
which is worth repeating: “ I am making the 
prediction here and now that either one of two 
things will happen before this session of Con­ 
gress adjourns. 
E ither the President will be 
coining to this C ongress asking for additional 
revenue, 
in the form of new or increased 
taxes, o r the fiscal year 1967 will end with a 
deficit far larg er than has been estim ated 
by the P resid e n t’s best ad v ise rs.’ 
We agree w holeheartedly with our R epresen­ 
tative. The mounting increases of manpower 
and equipment in Viet Nam will unquestionably 
bring about a further drain on the federal 


treasu ry , and this cost, coupled with greatly- 
increased federal spending at home, will either 
bring about the need fo r'm o re taxes or will 
create a larger-than-foreseen deficit. 
T here a re too few voices like those of Paul 
Jones being raised in the C ongress today. 
The 
“ ru b b er-stam p ” label fits our national 
legislature like a glove fits the hand. Too few 
R epresentatives and too few Senators are doing 
any thinking of their own but are content to 
join the political bandwagon as insurance for 
th eir own re-election. 
Rep. Jones unquestionably grows weary of his 
efforts, p articularly when they appear to be 
alm ost single-handed against the free-spending 
band wagon pushed up capitol hill from the White 
House. But if he grows wreary of his effort, he 
should know that he has earned the gratitude 
of far m ore A m ericans than he perhaps realizes. 
The voice of Rep. Jones on the floor of the 
House often serves as the voice of conscience. 
It may be a lone voice in the w ilderness, and 
while the road may be long and hard, we urge 
our R epresentative to continue. He rep resen ts 
far too many persons to quit. 
Despite discouragem ent, his presence in Con­ 
g ress is no exercise in futility.

M orris Dworski there has de­ 
veloped a 
tuberculosis 
vac­ 
cine promising enough to 
be 
undergoing tests by the World 
Health Organization. 
An 
effective 
vaccine 
has 
been sought, of 
course, ever 
since 
Robert Koch found the 
tubercle 
bacillus in 1882. One 
developed in 
France has been

Johnson took the unusual step 
of putting $10,000,000 in this 
y ea r's budget to establish a 
national redwoods park in Del 
Norte county in northern Cali­ 
fornia. Never before has mon­ 
ey been allocated for a national 
park before the park was estab­ 
lished by congress. However, 
the com m ercial demand for red­ 
wood lum ber has so increased 
and the cutting operation so 
speeded up that the president 
wanted to act fact. 
He 
reckoned 
without mo­ 
lasses - moving Rep. Wayne 
Aspinall, D-Colo., who came 
to congress as a young lib­ 
eral but has ossified with the 
years until he is now one of the 
chief champions of the oil shale 


companies, the lumber com­ 
panies and the big cattle graz­ 
ers. Furtherm ore, as chairman 
of the House Interior committee 
he’s in a position to do what 
they want. 
Gov. Brown went round to 
see Aspinall to beg for early 
legislation to set aside at least 
45,000 a c re s 
as a national 
park. This plan doesn't go as 
far as the S ierra Club urges. 
The 
club 
would 
preserve a 
much g reater are a. However, 
the Save the Redwoods League 
backs the 45,000^tcre park in 
Del Norte county and Brown 
was willing to settle for that. 
So was President Johnson. 
The congressm an from Colo­ 
rado, 
however, 
said “ wait.” 
He said he had other hearings 
scheduled for the entire spring, 
couldn't get around to holding 
hearings on the redwoods un­ 
til late June or early July. 
Gov. Brown pleaded that West 
Coast lum ber interests were 
pushing ahead at a terrific rate, 
that the age - old trees were 
coming down every day. It made 
no difference. The congressm an 
from Colorado stood pat. 
Brown had better luck with 
the chairm an of the Senate In­ 
terio r com m ittee, Sen. “ Scoop” 
Jackson, 
D-Wash., 
who ex­ 
pressed him self in complete 
sympathy. For some strange 
reason, however, Jackson de­ 
clined to hold hearings until 
after Rep. Aspinall had held 
his. This means at least an­ 
other m onth's delay. Jackson, 
of course, represents the No. 
I lum ber state in the union. 
So, as a result of the out­ 
dated congressional system of 
powerful com m ittee chairm en, 
there will be no legislation to 
save the redwoods until after a 
sizable slice of the ancient 
tree s com es down. 
ARCHAIC JUDICIAL SYSTEM 
The system of letting senators 
pick federal judges, followed by 
some presidents, faces an in­ 
teresting test in Alabama. 
There a re five court of ap­ 
peals judgeships open on the 


fifth circuit, covering Alabama 
and the south, and for one of 
these vacancies the White House 
and Attorney General Katzen- 
bach lean toward Paul Johnston 
of Birmingham, a distinguished 
lawyer who, at the request of 
the justice departm ent, dared 
defend the FBI inform er in the 
Klan JLiuzzo m urder case, Gary 
Thomas Rowe. 
Johnston, grandson of a gov­ 
ernor of Alabama, was a mem­ 
ber of one of Birm ingham 's 
leading law firm s, Cadm iss, 
Johnston, Gardner and C lark, 
until they kicked him out for 
defending Rowe. 
Rowe had been planted in­ 
side the Ku Klux Klan by the 
FBI and was the key w itness 
in telling how klans men drove 
alongside M rs.L iu zzo 'scaran d 
shot 
her. 
B itterness was so 
strong against Rowe that he was 
taken into protective custody 
and a trumped-up suit brought 
against him by the Klan's at­ 
torney or “ Klonsilor.” 
Rowe couldn't get a lawyer 
to handle his case, so Attorney 
General 
Katzenbach 
asked 
Johnston to serve. His firm 
warned 
that 
he 
would be 
dropped, but he took the case 
anyway. 
Johnston has received glow­ 
ing testim onials for the Court 
of Appeals vacancy from Deans 
of the Harvard, Yale and Corn­ 
ell law schools. The two Ala­ 
bama senators, L iste r Hill and 
John Sparkman, say they feel 
“ kindly” toward him, that he 
is a fine man, comes from a 
wonderful 
fam ily. However, 
they are backing more politi­ 
cally - minded candidates for 
the judgeship. 
When Lyndon Johnson was a 
young congressm en 
watching 
President Roosevelt, he 
saw 
Roosevelt go over the heads of 
senators 
to appoint deans of 
law 
schools 
and other non­ 
politicians 
to key judgeships. 
It will be interesting to see 
whether FDR's understudy, now 
in the White House, does the 
sam e. 


T eam sters Set to Make Prison 
No Bar To Hoffa's Running Vast 
Union. 
Washington, D. CU - It's get­ 
ting 
so 
one can hardly dis­ 
tinguish Jim Hoffa from an in­ 
vestment banker. 
Difference is that “ Jim m y” 
is more liquid. Since he never 
drinks, the reference obviously 
is to cash. Not his - h i s union's. 
It is now reporting assets of 
$50,607,324.67. 


At any 
one 
minute 
the 
T eam sters' Brotherhood could 
put its hands on $16,675,593.- 
77 — at least - in cash. 
All of which comes in handy 
now that Hoffa and his brethren 
a re putting the final touches on 
th eir plans for an historic quin­ 
quennial convention scheduled 
for July 4th in Miami Beach. 
Each of these behemoth gather­ 
ings costs the union a cool $5 
million. 


And on this sum hang future 
big, black headlines. 
It is the contention of M r. H. 
and some of his colleagues on 
the 
International 
Executive 
Board that such a conclave is too 
costly to run m ore than once 
each five years. Therefore, ac­ 
cording to insiders, T eam sters' 
leaders have been discussing 
possible 
em ergencies which 
might force the Brotherhood 
to spend $10 million by having 
to call m ore than one conven­ 
tion within five years. 
They have found such 
a 
danger of the coffers of Hof­ 
fa 's organization. That lies in 
the fact that the constitution 
calls for a national conven­ 
tion to name a new president 
if the incumbent is incapacitated 
or cannot adm inister the Broth­ 
erhood for some reason. 
So there are plans, I under­ 
stand, to revise the constitu­ 
tion on this and some other 
m atters. 
The 
change 
now 
planned will shift the authority 
for naming a new president 
from the specially called con­ 
vention to the 15-man Interna­ 
tional Executive Board. 
They will simply convene if 
something happens to the p resi­ 
dent in m idstream or m idterm 
and name a caretaker until the 
incumbent 
president 
is able 
to resum e his duties right there 
in 
the 
m arble 
executive 
mansion. 
Of course, a T eam sters' pres­ 
ident could catch a serious cold 
o r perhaps Mr. Hoffa could not 
get the breaks and be rejected 
by the Supreme Court. Should 


his appeals fail, he will be 
jailed. 
Under the current constitu­ 
tion, the Board must call a 
special gathering. Judging by 
the current plans which call for 
arranging for 3,500 to 4,000 
room s for 2,100 delegates and 
1,100 alternates and 2,500 visi­ 
to rs and a supercolossal Holly­ 
wood • Broadway entertainm ent 
schedule, a second convention 
within a year or two of the 
July 4th gathering would indeed 
be a major production. 
So M r. Hoffa's economically 
minded supporters on the Board 
a re saying, le t's not waste an­ 
other $5 million. The Board 
will simply name a caretaker. 
It can be presumeckthis will not 
arouse their president's fam­ 
ous 
irascibility. After 
all, 
should 
he go to prison, the 
caretaker could take care of 
the 
president's 
office until 
“ Jim m y” would be released. 
There is no doubt that such 
a transient would be a Hoffa 
man. After all, Hofte has a 
m ajority of the votes on the 
Board behind him and will ce r­ 
tainly have the sum m er con­ 
vention cheering him into re ­ 
election. 
T here's an im perceptible and 
alm ost whimsical tone around 
jhe national T eam sters' head­ 
quarters which sounds like they 
hope someone will run against 
the 53-year-old Hoffa. 
T here's just no opposition 
regardless 
of 
what “ dope” 
sto ries make the rounds. Un­ 
der any circum stances the man 
will have 98 per cent of the 
vote. 
Thus Hoffa w illb ere-elected 
to a five-year term . Undoubted­ 
ly 
the 
constitution will be 
changed. If he goes to prison, 
he will return — perhaps more 
chastened, more aw are of what 
it means to be able to open a 
door and go for a long walk 
all by one's meditative self. 
If the thought of losing the 
fight with the government dis­ 
turbs him , there a re no out­ 
ward signs -- except that he 
goes over to the hospital for a 
checkup as he did on the morn­ 
ing of March l l . His hand on 
the union which now has a 
gross operating income of over 
$19.6 million annually is a firm 
■one. 
At the moment apparently his 
only real problem is that h e's 
a bantam who hasn't discovered 
that the crowing rooster never 
did learn not to awaken the whole 
neighborhood every morning.

Any time public business is being discussed 
by public officials for the public’s benefit, 
then the public, represented by newspaper re­ 
porters, should be allowed to attend the meet­ 
ing regardless of the subject or manner in 
which the subject may be discussed. 
At the Charleston board of education meeting 
Saturday, reporters from The Daily Standard 
and The Charleston Enterprise-Courier were 
ordered out of the meeting room for what 
was termed an “ executive session.” 
A tax-pa id attorney may even come up with 
a legal opinion that such committee meetings 
are not technically “public meetings,” that no 
formal action is to be taken and therefore, the 
press and the public can be excluded. 
From the beginnings of the press, newspapers 
have caused problems for public officials. 
The American Revolution was largely brought 
about by talented and outspoken printers and 
pamphleteers. 
Where does a reporter get the idea he has 
a right to cover public meetings? 
Read the Constitution. 
It c o m e s o u t of th e Fir s t A m e n d m e n t guarantee­ 
ing a f r e e p r e s s . 
Reporters know’ that the easiest way - - a t least 
on the local level — to open up “ secret” meet­ 
ings is simply to report that secret meetings 
occurred. 
If business is conducted in such a way to 
warrant it’s being kept from the public’s mind 
it may tend to look as if the business is being 
operated in an under-cover fashion. 
Is that the way the public wants its business 
run?

THE GENTLEMAN FROM MISSOURI 
We think Southeast Missourians need to be 
aware of the great contribution being made to 
this district and to the nation as a whole by 
their Representative in Congress, Paul C. Jones. 
This contribution has come in many forms 
over the past several years, but it has become 
increasingly evident in the past several months. 
It starts with the Southeast Missourian’s con­ 
tribution to agriculture and ends with his in­ 
sistence, on the floor of the House, that fiscal 
responsibility is more than a pet phrase to be 
observed only during campaign periods. 
Rep. Jones is a Democrat in a Democratically 
controlled Congress, but despite this political 
fact of life, he finds himself in a constantly- 
growing minority within the Congress, a small 
band of men determined to buck political ex­ 
pediency for the long-range welfare of their 
nation. 
A recent example is the obviously politically- 
inspired tax cut of last summer, proposed by 
the President as a sop to voters. This measure, 
enacted during wartime to discourage luxury 
purchases, was removed against the objections 
of Rep. Jones, who argued with considerable 
logic that the reduction was inflationary and 
should be retained in view of an expected 
budget deficit. The Southeast Missourian was 
voted down, and the measure was passed. 
Now, less than six months later, the adminis­ 
tration has proposed the tax be reinstated to 
finance the war in Viet Nam. 
It would seem, on the face of it, that Rep. 
Jones should favor the reinstatement of the tax 
since he voted against removing it last year. 
But just the other day he took to the floor of the 
House and once again explained his position. 
Said the Bootheel lawmaker: “ No one realizes 
more than I do that what I am about to say will 
be an exercise in futility, especially in ad­ 
dressing some 20 or 25 members who are on 
the floor. I think I under tand what the final 
result will be. I do not intend to make any point 
of order that a quorum is not present, because 
I think minds are pretty well made up.” 
Rep. Jones went on to explain that he would vote 
against the tax restoration simply because it 
does not reinstate the levy on such luxury items 
as jewelry, furs, luggage, purses, handbags, 
toilet articles, electric, gas and oil appliances, 
but does reinstate it on such essential com­ 
modities and services as automobiles and tele­ 
phone bills. 
Asked Jones of his fellow House members: 
“ Tell me, how are we going to justify the 
discrimination which will be made by the adop­ 
tion of this bill?” 
Almost in the same breath, Jones made refer­ 
ence to the rubber-stamp Congress by referring 
to some members of the House as “those who 
are content to let someone else do their thinking 
for them.” 
Before his speech was completed, the Tenth 
District Representative made this prediction, 
which is worth repeating: “ I am making the 
prediction here and now that either one of two 
things will happen before this session of Con­ 
gress adjourns. 
Either the President will be 
coining to this Congress asking for additional 
revenue, in the form of new or increased 
taxes, or the fiscal year 1967 will end with a 
deficit far larger than has been estimated 
by the President’s best advisers.” 
We agree wholeheartedly with our Represen­ 
tative. The mounting increases of manpower 
and equipment in Viet Nam will unquestionably 
bring about a further drain on the federal 


treasury, and this cost, coupled with greatly- 
increased federal spending at home, will either 
bring about the need for‘more taxes or will 
create a larger-than-foreseen deficit. 
There are too few voices like those of Paul 
Jones being raised in the Congress today. 
The “ rubber-stamp” label fits our national 
legislature like a glove fits the hand. Too few 
Representatives and too few Senators are doing 
any thinking of their own but are content to 
join the political bandwagon as insurance for 
their own re-election. 
Rep. Jones unquestionably grows weary of his 
efforts, particularly when they appear to be 
almost single-handed against the free-spending 
band wagon pushed up capitol hill from the White 
House. But if he grows weary of his effort, he 
should know that he has earned the gratitude 
of far more Americans than he perhaps realizes. 
The voice of Rep. Jones on the floor of the 
House often serves as the voice of conscience. 
It may be a lone voice in the wilderness, and 
while the road may be long and hard, we urge 
our Representative to continue. He represents 
far too many persons to quit. 
Despite discouragement, his presence in Con­ 
gress is no exercise in futility.

The advertiser feels that he can 
afford to pay more for a select readership. 
Thus, trade journals continue to flourish while 
major general magazines struggle with tele­ 
vision for advertising accounts. 
The position of the hometown newspaper is 
similar to that of the trade journals. The 
community newspaper continues to flourish as 
a retail advertising medium, because nearly 
every reader is a potential consumer of local 
retail goods and services. 
The grocery store, the department store, the 
drug store, the variety store, or the bank which 
advertises in the small newspaper buys IOO 
per cent circulation. 
No other advertising 
medium has the retail selective power of the 
local newspaper. 
The small newspaper has been accurately 
called “ a community trade journal” which 
serves the local retail firm as a national jour­ 
nal serves a manufacturer or distributor.

to understand that a 
great number of the country’s 
5 million victims of alcoholism 
can be rehabilitated for family 
and job. 
Industry 
alone suffers an an­ 
nual loss of $2 
billion a year 
from alcoholism among work­ 
e rs at all levels. 
Meanwhile, 
NCA 
has 
already won 
ac­ 
ceptance of its alcoholism re­ 
habilitation programs among 50 
of the country's largest com­ 


panies. No longer do they con­ 
sider problem drinkers a lost 
cause. 
Success in industry provides

TUBERCULOSIS VACCINE 
FROM WILL ROGERS 
If you ever dropped a coin in­ 
to the container when the lights 
went up in the movie theater 
around Christmas time, you 
may be receiving an unexpected 
dividend 
from your 
charity. 
The 
annual 
collection, 
of 
course, is for the Will Rogers 
hospital at Saranac Lake, N.Y. 
This 
was opened 
back in 
1930 
to care for vaudeville 
perform ers who had the mis­ 
fortune to be stricken with tu­ 
berculosis. Through the years it 
has broadened its field to care 
for anybody in the amusement 
and entertainment industry who 
develops 
any of 
15 serious 
chest ailments 
including lung 
cancer and emphysema, 
and 
lacks resources for treatment. 
In addition, the hospital in re­ 
cent years has 
conducted re­ 
search on chest diseases in its 
O'Donnell 
Memorial Labor­ 
atories. 
From these comes 
word that a scientist 
named 
M orris Dworski there has de­ 
veloped a 
tuberculosis 
vac­ 
cine promising enough to be 
undergoing tests by the World 
Health Organization. 
An 
effective 
vaccine 
has 
been sought, of course, ever 
since 
Robert Koch found the 
tubercle bacillus in 1882. One 
developed in 
France has been 
used in many countries 
but 
rarely 
in the U.S. When new 
drugs began to cure tuberculo­ 
sis so dramatically that many 
sanitariums 
were closed 
a 
few years ago, interest in the 
quest lagged. 
The 
disease was not 
wiped 
out. If we make abetter mouse­ 
trap, maybe 
nature breeds a 
sm arter mouse.Bugs may have 
become tougher because tuber­ 
culosis 
after 
declining many 
years, is now on the increase.

from congress. The 
lumber lobby was too strong. 
The best the governor could 
get was a promise that the House 
Interior committee would hold 
hearings around June or July, 
and the Senate Interior com­ 
mittee after that. 
This means no legislation to 
save the redwood trees until 
the year 1967. Meanwhile the 
lumber companies have speeded 
up their cutting schedule to get 
ahead of congress. By next 
year, a record number of the 
tallest trees in the world will 
be on the ground or on lumber 
trains going east. 
The redwoods, along with the 
sequoias, are the most magestic 
trees in the world. Largest 
ever measured towered 364 feet 
high, two thirds as tall as the 
Washington Monument, with a 
width of 12 feet 7 inches. It 
takes 
well 
over a hundred 
years to grow a redwood 
of 
any size, and they are to be 
found only In an area along 
the West Coast, no more than 
35 miles Inland, extending from 
Santa Barbara to Oregon.

Teamsters* Brotherhood could 
put its hands on $16,675,593.- 
77 — at least - in cash. 
All of which comes in handy 
now that Hoffa and his brethren 
are putting the final touches on 
their plans for an historic quin­ 
quennial convention scheduled 
for July 4th in Miami Beach. 
Each of these behemoth gather­ 
ings costs the union a cool $5 
million. 


And on this sum hang future 
big, black headlines. 
It is the contention of Mr. H. 
and some of his colleagues on 
the 
International 
Executive 
Board that such a conclave Is too 
costly to run more than once 
each five years. Therefore, ac­ 
cording to insiders, Team sters' 
leaders have been discussing 
possible 
emergencies which 
might force the Brotherhood 
to spend $10 million by laving 
to call more than one conven­ 
tion within five years. 
They have found such 
a 
danger of the coffers of Bof­ 
fins organization. That lies in 
the fact that the constitution 
calls for a national conven­ 
tion to name a new president 
lf the incumbent is incapacitated 
or cannot administer the Broth­ 
erhood for some reason.

TTiey will simply convene lf 
something happens to the presi­

president 
is able 
to resume his duties right there 
in

mansion.

jailed. 
Under the current constitu­ 
tion, the Board must call a 
special gathering.

December 5, 1919 
When I was a boy there were 
no dentists in our neighborhood 
or nearby towns. If any one had 
the tooth ache, he usually went 
to the nearest doctor, who with 
som e thing like a shoemaker's 
pinchers, yanked your tooth out, 
but sometimes he yanked the 
victim all around the room, 
and just before he died the tooth 
cam e out. If all your teeth 
cam e out you simply gummed 
it through life. I 
can now al­ 
most see some old people in 
our neighborhood 
who had no 
teeth 
for years, and I was 
always afraid of them a s their 
jaws and mouth had caved in 
and they always made me feel 
like running away and hiding. 
When I was a boy there was 
no such thing as 
printed in­ 
vitations to a wedding because 
such a thing was then unknown 
in the country. Instead of that 
some member of the family 
went to the neighbors and gave 
them a personal invitation and 
the invited always cam e, but 
no wedding presents were ex­ 
pected. But now it is different. 
The bride usually sends to the

When I was a boy everybody

knives and poured their coffee 
out into the saucer before drink­ 
ing it. They also drank out of 
the same cup, dipper, gourd or 
whatever came handiest. In our 
neighborhood most everybody 
used gourds and raised them 
right at home, and never a germ 
bothered any body. 
Now it is 
considered bad form to eat 
with a knife, drink coffee out 
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of your saucer, or to use the 
sam e drinking cup that some­ 
body else has used, no matter 
how nice they might be. But it 
is a fact that some old toggles, 
like 
the writer, still love to 
use a knife and pour coffee out 
in his saucer, but when in

awkward. 
When I was a boy at Colum­ 
bia in 
1855 I had the honor 
of dining with Gov. Sterling 
Price, afterward 
the noted

I was board­ 
ing with Col. W. F . Sw itzer, 
whose wife was a niece of Gov. 
Price. While at Columbia that 
year a lot of us organized a 
threatrical troupe composed of

about $8,000 this year. This 
includes training costs of about 
$3,000 traveling expenses of 
about $1,500, living expenses of 
about $100 per month, plus the 
Administrative costs of the pro­ 
gram.

Since 1961, there have been 
more than 150,000 applicants, 
and 20,000 volunteers have re­ 
ceived instruction in one or 
more of about 60 languages in 
the Peace Corps training cur­ 
riculum. Ability to converse in 
the native language has been a 
primary factor in the good will 
developed 
by Peace 
Corps 
workers. 
Starting in June, 1962, St. 
Louis University has conducted 
five training programs for vol­ 
unteers to work in rural com­ 
munity action and social work in 
Honduras, health and sanita­ 
tion in Panama, and rural com­ 
munity action and education in 
Costa Rica. 
The University of Missouri, at 
the Columbia and Kansas Cit) 
campuses, has conducted six 
programs since June, 1964, for 
assignees in rural community 
development work in Bolivia, 
Ecuador, Peru, and Colombia 
in South America, and Nepal 
and Thailand in Asia. 
These programs in Missouri 
have trained 631 volunteers, and 
more will begin this summer.

thoughts on inflation are taking 
shape In the securities and mon­ 
ey markets as the administra­ 
tion pushes hard its drive to 
control prices and wages by 
persuasion. 
Bond prices have rallied, how­ 
ever temporarily. This could 
indicate that current yields and 
interest rates are considered 
about as high as the economic 
outlook justifies just now. 
And government officials are 
urging banks and other lenders 
to turn more to avoiding margi­ 
nal loans than to hiking interest 
rates as a curb on the inflation 
which many had seen either 
here or on the way. 
Stock prices have rallied a 
bit, too. Some traders believe 
that yields—that is, the relation 
of dividend payments to market 
price of stocks—are getting into 
a more realistic range. 
At the other end of the scale, 
production of needed materials 
such as steel is rising. This is 
reassuring some businessmen 
that industry can and will 
produce the goods to avoid the 
classic inflation of too many 
dollars chasing too few goods. 
The administration apparent­ 
ly has scored another victory in 
its drive to hold down or turn 
back price rises. This time it's 
the matter of cigarette prices. 
One agency of the government 
may be warning of smoking 
hazards but other agencies are 
more concerned with holding 
down the cost of living for 
smokers. 
So smokes have joined copper 
and aluminum, and to some ex­ 
tent steel, in the ranks of ma­ 


terials whose prices the White 
House can influence. 
In spite of all this, prices are 
continuing to rise in many 
fields, of course. One Is food­ 
stuffs. Here the government has 
less control. Although its stock­ 
pile of grains is high, it doesn't 
stockpile meat. But food prices 
fluctuate with the season, and 
with farmers' production plans. 
It's in the field of financing 
the economic expansion and of 
stimulating production of in­ 
dustrial materials or of battling 
shortages, that the government 
has been moving.

Agriculture Department said 
today the production of pigs in 
the December-February period 
in IO midwestern states was 
up 7 per cent over a year earli­ 
er. 
These states normally produce 
about three-fourths of the na­ 
tion's hogs.

during the winter.

Perennial war and Incessant 
fforts to assure world peace 
are the phenomena of modern 
life even as they have been in 
centuries past. 
The mechanisms of diplomacy, 
designed to prevent war, have 
failed to remove anxiety. World 
conferences of statesm en and of 
religious leaders have tried to 
find ways to bind men together 
in peace. But their appeals have 
too often fallen on deaf ears. 
Why? If, indeed, there is a will 
to live, why isn ’t there a will 
to maintain peace throughout 
the world? Why should not the 
m ajority of the people of each 
nation, by their united aspira­ 
tion and power, be able to re­ 
move threats to internal peace 
and to cooperate as well for 
world peace? 
We turn hopefully to spiritual 
leaders everywhere. 
This is 
why we welcomed the visit of 
the Pope to address the Gen­ 
eral Assembly of the United 
Nations in New York. We saw 
in this unprecedented journey 
a noble gesture in behalf of 
world understanding and the 
universal desire for a peaceful 
existence. 
For decades now we have wit­ 
nessed the valiant efforts of 
ecumenical conferences to har­ 
monize the differing viewpoints 
of peoples throughout the world. 
A volume, prepared for the 
meeting of the World Council 
of Churches at Amsterdam in 
1948, said in part; 
“ The prestige of Christianity 
in the world has been gravely 
im paired by the frequency with 
which the so-called Christian 
nations have u->ed violence as a 
method of international change. 
Furtherm ore, the hatred, falsi­ 
fication, cruelty and injustice 
incident to each war has, as we 
can see in 
retrospect, done 
much to provoke new war and all 
the evil that that entails.” 
Yet we know that basically 
human hearts are the sam e. 
Reverence for a Supreme Be­ 
ing may be expressed in dif­ 
fering phrases or in varying 
concepts of individual obliga­ 
tion to the community, but they 
are identical in motive. Altru­ 
ism and unselfishness are even 
older than the Biblical com­ 
mandment to “ love thy neigh­ 
bor as thyself."

By 1975, the experts predict, 
women a^e'expected toOutmiftV^ 
ber men by 3.3 million, and a 
decade later by almost 4.5 m il­ 
lion.

The health department notes 
that “ neither immunization is 
recommended for children. A l­ 
most always a child is better 
off having mumps: the case is 
m ilder in childhood and gives 
him lifelong immunity.”

authorize the procurement or 
construction of an official re si­ 
dence for the Vice-President 
at an estimated cost of $750,OOO, 
which was scheduled for action 
in the House last week, hasbeen 
postponed until this week. Ap­ 
parently .sponsors of the legis­ 
lation felt that with developing 
opposition to the legislation, it 
would be unwise to bring it up 
when Speaker McCormack was 
absent 
as 
he was two days 
last week, since the Speaker 
has great influence in bringing 
recalcitrant members into line. 
W hile 
the 
sponsors 
have 
indicated they are attempting 
only to secure the authoriza­ 
tion at this time, and w ill wait 
until the demand for defense 
funds has somewhat subsided 
before seeking the appropria­ 
tion, many, including this Rep­ 
resentative believe there is no 
necessity 
for authorizing the 
official residence until and un­ 
less it appears that the funds 
can 
be made available with­ 
out 
further deficit 
spending. 
Few members are so naive as 
to believe that the construction 
costs can be held within the 
estimate, and many believe that 
the construction costs w ill be 
sm all at any figure when com­ 
pared to the continuing upkeep, 
maintenance, 
and 
operating 
costs about which little has been 
heard. 
The 
House 
wasted another 
afternoon last week in passing 
a b ill, which attempts to re­ 
lieve some of the 
confusion 
caused by daylight saving time 
throughout the nation, but which 
in all probability will only tend 
to increase the confusion. An 
interesting thine is that prac­ 
tically every speaker admit­ 
ted that daylight savings time 
has and does cause confusion 
of many kinds, and that if it 
is to be continued there should 
be uniformity, both as to dates 
it would be effective, and areas 
in which it would operate. As 
it is, each community has the 
privilege of invoking daylight 
savings 
time 
for any period 
that 
it 
feels best meets the 
desires of the people of that 
community, but there is little 
agreement across the country. 
The b ill finally passed by the 
House still has to be reconciled 
with the legislation passed by 
the Senate and there are pre­ 
dictions that there will be some 
difficulty in doing this. So come 
the last Sunda., in April con­ 
fusion 
w ill 
again 
prevail 


throughout the nation. 
It was interesting to note the 
answer that was given by the 
chairman 
of 
the 
commiteee 
handling the bill, in response 
to a question by this Represent­ 
ative, when I asked; “ Do you 
-not think that we would eliminate 
the confusion lf we would just 
forget 
about daylight savings 
tim e? Would there not be less 
confusion than we have now if 
that were done?” His surprising 
answer was, “ I would agree with 
the gentleman.” 
I have never 
been able to understand why 
it is necessary to change our 
clocks in order to enable peo­ 
ple to go to work e arlier. I 
remember years ago, long be­ 
fore daylight savings time was 
ever thought about, that in the 
printing office where I grew up, 
during the summer months we 
would go to work an hour earlier 
in the morning and quit an hour 
e arlier in the afternoon. 
The latest version of the pro­ 
posed “ Minimum Wage” was 
introduced In the House this last 
week, and presumably the House 
Committee on Education and 
Labor w ill report the bill favor­ 
ably this week. It w ill be re­ 
called that a sim ilar bill was 
reported 
last 
year, but was 
never 
scheduled 
for 
floor 
action. 
The new bill also included ad­ 
ditional coverage, but makes a 
new approach in several in­ 
stances. One of these has to 
do with “ tipped” 
employees, 
engaged 
In 
an 
occupation in 
which he customarily and regu­ 
l a r receives more than $20per 
month in tips which would be 
included in computing his mini­ 
mum wage. 
In 
proposing 
to 
include 
agricultural 
labor, 
certain 
exemptions are made, including 
but not confined to; “ any indi­ 
vidual who is employed by an 
em ployer 
engaged 
in 
agri­ 
culture if such individual (A ) 
is employed as a hand harvest 
laborer and is paid on a piece 
rate basis in an operation which 
has been, and is customarily 
and generally 
recognized as 
having been, on a piece rate 
basis in the region of employ­ 
ment, (B ) commutes daily from 
his permanent residence to the 
farm on which he is employed, 
and (C ) has been employed in 
agriculture less than thirteen 
weeks 
during 
the 
preceding 
calendar year.” 
While it is impossible to at­ 
tempt to describe in the limited 
space, the number and types of 
employees to whom coverage 
would be extended, generally 
speaking, It does include res­ 
taurants and hotels, hospitals, 
nursing homes, laundries, p ri­ 
vate and public transportation, 
agricultural processing, con­ 
struction, 
and 
many others. 
These include some of the most

a 44-hour week the first year; 
42 hours the second year, and 
reaching the 40-hour week the 
third year. 
Original sponsors of the legis­ 
lation have revised their goals 
considerably, and the chairman 
of the subcom m ittee which has 
favorably reported the bill to 
the 
full committee, the Hon. 
John Dent of Pennsylvania has 
made a conscientious effort to 
scale down the provisions of the 
bill to meet the objections of 
a sufficient numberof members 
to gain support for the legis­ 
lation. To those who have been 
writing me urging support of 
a $2 
minimum wage, may I 
say that hope for such an in­ 
crease 
at this 
time 
is just 
wishful thinking. I doubt very 
much if anyone would even offer 
such an amendment, and I know 
the leaders who are sponsoring 
the b ill which has been approved 
by the sub-committee would be 
most 
happy 
if this proposal 
could be approved, and probably 
are 
expecting to 
make even 
further concessions.

Salaries of 
Teachers Un 


C AIRO — Salary increases for 
all personnel in the Cairo public 
school system were approved by 
the board of education Monday 
night. The wage raises w ill be­ 
come effective with the 1966-67 
school year and were triggered 
by 
the 
new state law which 
establishes 
minimum salaries 
for teaching personnel. 
Teacher salary increases in 
the Cairo system w ill amount 
to an average of about $400 for 
each teacher and will cost the 
system an estimated $45,000, 
according to a board spokes­ 
man. This Increase, dictated by 
state law, w ill use about 50 per 
cent of the additional money 
the district will receive from 
an increase in state funds. City 
Supt, of Schools Harold Mescher 
said this was the average being 
maintained 
in 
most 
Illinois 
school districts. 
Additional teacher salary in­ 
creases lie ahead, as the new 
minimum salary law specifies 
minimums to be achieved with­ 
in the next few years. 
Following 
the 
increase 
in 
teachers 
pay, 
the board ap­ 
proved wage increases for all 
other personnel. Junior 
high 
principals had their pay raised 
to $7,400 
annually and high 
school principals to $8,600. The 
city superintendent of schools 
salary was increased to $11,- 
600. 
Administrative 
raises 
were in line with teacher in­ 
creases, 
a board spokesman 
said. 
Secretaries, 
custodial 
em­ 
ployees, and school nurses were 
increased 
$15 
monthly; bus 
drivers $16 monthly; and main­ 
tenance supervisor $40 month­ 
ly.

Action on the proposal to 
authorize the procurement or 
construction of an official resi­ 
dence for the Vice-President 
at an estimated cost of $750,OOO, 
which was scheduled for action 
In the House last week, has been 
postponed until this week. Ap­ 
parently sponsors of the legis­ 
lation felt that with developing 
opposition to the legislation^ it 
would be unwise to bring it up 
when Speaker McCormack was 
absent as he was two days 
last week, since the Speaker 
has great influence in bringing 
recalcitrant members into line. 
While 
the 
sponsors 
have 
indicated they are attempting 
only to secure the authoriza­ 
tion at this time, and will walt 
until the demand for defense 
fonds has somewhat subsided 
before seeking the appropria­ 
tion, many, including this Rep­ 
resentative believe there Is no 
necessity for authorizing the 
official residence until and un­ 
less it appears that the fonds 
can be made available with­ 
out further deficit spending. 
Few members are so naive as 
to believe that the construction 
costs Can be held within the 
estimate, and many believe that 
the construction costs will be 
small at any figure when com­ 
pared to the continuing upkeep, 
maintenance, 
and 
operating 
costs about which little has been 
heard. 
The House wasted another 
afternoon last week in passing 
a bill, which attempts to re­ 
lieve some of the 
confusion 
caused by daylight saving time 
throughout the nation, but which 
in all probability will only tend 
to increase the confusion. An 
Interesting thin? is that prac­ 
tically every speaker admit­ 
ted that daylight savings time 
has and does cause confusion 
of many kinds, and that if it 
is to be continued there should 
be uniformity, both as to dates 
it would be effective, and areas 
in which it would operate. As 
it is, each community has the 
privilege of invoking daylight 
savings time for any period 
that it feels best meets the 
desires of the people of that 
community, but there Is little 
agreement across the country. 
The bill finally passed by the 
House still has to be reconciled 
with the legislation passed by 
the Senate and there are pre­ 
dictions that there will be some 
difficulty in doing this, So come 
the last Sunday in April con­ 
fusion

throughout the nation. 
It was Interesting to note the 
answer that was given by the 
chairman of the commiteee 
handling the bill, in response 
to a question by this Represent­ 
ative, when I asked: “ Do you 
•not think that we would eliminate 
the confusion if we would just 
forget about daylight savings 
time? Would there not be less 
confusion than we have now lf 
that were done?" His surprising 
answer was, “ I would agree with 
the gentleman.” I have never 
been able to understand why 
it is necessary to change our 
clocks in order to enable peo­ 
ple to go to work earlier. I 
remember years ago, long be­ 
fore daylight savings time was 
ever thought about, that in the 
printing office where I grew up, 
during the summer months we 
would go to work an hour earlier 
in the morning and quit an hour 
earlier in the afternoon. 
The latest version of the pro­ 
posed “Minimum Wage" was 
introduced in the House this last 
week, andpresumably the House 
Committee on Education and 
Labor will report the bill favor­ 
ably this week. It will be re­ 
called that a similar bill was 
reported last year, but was 
never 
scheduled 
for 
floor 
action. 
The new bill also included ad­ 
ditional coverage, but makes a 
new approach in several in­ 
stances. One of these has Jo 
do with “ tipped" employees, 
engaged in an occupation in 
which he customarily and regu­ 
l a r receives more than $20per 
month in tips which would be 
included in computing his mini­ 
mum wage. 
In 
proposing 
to 
include 
agricultural 
labor, 
certain 
exemptions are made, including 
but not confined to: “ any indi­ 
vidual who is employed by an 
employer 
engaged in 
agri­ 
culture if such individual (A) 
is employed as a hand harvest 
laborer and is paid on a piece 
rate basis in an operation which 
has been, and is customarily 
and generally recognized as 
having been, on a piece rate 
basis in the region of employ­ 
ment, (B) commutes daily from 
his permanent residence to the 
farm on which he is employed, 
and (C) has been employed in 
agriculture less than thirteen 
weeks during the preceding 
calendar year." 
While it is impossible to at­ 
tempt to describe in the limited 
space, the number and types of 
employees to whom coverage 
would be extended, generally 
speaking, it does include res­ 
taurants and hotels, hospitals, 
nursing homes, laundries, pri­ 
vate and public transportation, 
agricultural processing, con­ 
struction, 
and many otters. 
These include some of the most 


controversial parts of the bill, 
and will in all probability be 
changed during consideration of 
the bill in the House. 
Proposed Increase in the min­ 
imum wage would be from $1.25 
and hour to $1.40, during the 
first year of operation, 
and 
not less than $1.60 an hour 
thereafter, with certain excep­ 
tions. For instance in agri­ 
culture, it is proposed that the 
starting minimum wage be $1 
an hour for the first year; not 
less than $1.15 during the sec­ 
ond year, and not less than 
$1.30 an hour thereafter. In 
some other categories of the 
newly covered employees, the 
rates would range from a min­ 
imum of $1 the first year, to 
$1.15, $1.30, $1.45, and $1.60 
over a period of five years. 
Adjustment of the work week 
hours is also proposed for the 
newly covered, starting with 
a 44-hour week the first year; 
42 hours the second year, and 
reaching the 40-hour week the 
third year. 
Original sponsors of the legis­ 
lation have revised their goals 
considerably, and the chairman 
of the sub-committee which has 
favorably reported the bill to 
the full committee, the Hon. 
John Dent of Pennsylvania has 
made a conscientious effort to 
scale down the provisions of the 
bill to meet the objections of 
a sufficient number of members 
to gain support for the legis­ 
lation. To those who have been 
writing me urging support of 
a $2 minimum wage, may I 
say that hope for such an in­ 
crease at this time is just 
wishful thinking. I doubt very 
much if anyone would even offer 
such an amendment, and I know 
the leaders who are sponsoring 
the bill which has been approved 
by the sub-committee would be 
most happy if this proposal 
could be approved, and probably 
are expecting to make even 
further concessions.

Salaries of 
Teachers Up 


CAIRO -- Salary Increases for 
all personnel in the Cairo public 
school system were approved by 
the board of education Monday 
night. The wage raises will be­ 
come effective with the 1966-67 
school year and were triggered 
by the new state law which 
establishes minimum salaries 
for teaching personnel. 
Teacher salary increases in 
the Cairo system will amount 
to an average of about $400 for 
each teacher and will cost the 
system an estimated $45,000, 
according to a board spokes­ 
man. This increase, dictated by 
state law, will use about 50 per 
cent of the additional money 
the district will receive from 
an Increase in state funds. City 
Supt, of Schools Harold Mescher 
said this was the average being 
maintained in 
most Illinois 
school districts. 
Additional teacher salary in­ 
creases lie ahead, as the new 
minimum salary law specifies 
minimums to be achieved with­ 
in the next few years. 
Following 
the 
increase 
in 
teachers pay, the board ap­ 
proved wage increases for all 
other personnel. Junior 
high 
principals had their pay raised 
to $7,400 annually and high 
school principals to $8,600. The 
city superintendent of schools 
salary was increased to $11,- 
600. 
Administrative 
raises 
were in line with teacher in­ 
creases, a board spokesman 
said. 
Secretaries, 
custodial em­ 
ployees, and school nurses were 
increased $15 
monthly; bus 
drivers $16 monthly; and main­ 
tenance supervisor $40 month­ 
ly.

Missing 
Bomb Will 
Be Dissected

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
missing 
American hydrogen 
bomb will be dissected like a 
fish lf the United States ever 
reels it up from the bottom of 
the sea off Spain. 
Officials said today that once 
the bomb is recovered it will be 
dismantled and subjected to 
months — and some parts for 
years — of study. 
TWs is to find out in all detail 
possible how the thermonuclear 
device was affected by an in­ 
flight collision and months in 
the salt water of the Mediterra­ 
nean. 
The bomb was loosed when a 
UJ>. B52 jet and its refueling 
tanker collided six miles above 
the coast of Spain Jan. 17. It 
drifted by parachute into the 
sea. 
Miniature submarines have 
been trying to maneuver the 
bomb into a favorable position 
for recovery the past several 
days. Officials say it might be 
days or weeks before the bomb 
is surfaced. 
Once in hand, the gray, tubu­ 
lar device will be taken to an 
unspecified base of the Defense 
Atomic Support Agency(DASA), 
officials said. DASA builds the 
nation's nuclear hardware. 
“ You can rest assured it will 
get a thorough going-over," one 
' spokesman said. “ We bring nu­ 
clear bombs back to the shop if 
they're so much as scratched." 
Dozens of experts will be 
called in for various examina­ 
tions of the bomb’s components. 
They have probed the intrica­ 
cies of a few other nuclear 
weapons which were damaged 
in plane crashes or merely dent­ 
ed in transporting. 
Getting into the bomb isn't a 
particularly 
complicated 
or 
ticklish m atter. Its insides are 
bared by removal of boltedon 
plates. 
The scientists and technicians 
will tie interested prim arily in 
things about the bomb: its 
safety features and structure. 
Probably none of the weap­ 
on's parts will be used in anoth­ 
er H-bomb. 
Officials say that after all the 
poking and probing is through, 
the components probably will 
become little more than conver­ 
sation pieces iii scattered re­ 
search labs.

Massive Federal Attack on 
Highway Accidents Proposed

NEW YORK—(NEA)— Unless the federal government does 
something soon, deaths from motor vehicle accidents will 
reach 100.1)00 a year bv 1975 -double the present auto death 
rate 
The prediction was made today (Feb. 2> by the American 
Trial Lawyers Assn in a "white paper” which urged Wash­ 
ington to take steps to stop the carnage on the highways. 


The group of 20.000 attorneys also asked the federal gov­ 
ernment to appoint a national "safety czar” to co-ordinate a 
comprehensive highway safety program. 


Joseph Kelner. association president, charged it was an 
undeniable fact” that the federal government had "no plan” 
to cope with the highway slaughter. 
But a plan of some kind may soon be in the offing. In his 
State of the Union address, President Johnson said he will 
propose a “Highway Safetv Act of 1966 to seek an end to this 
mounting tragedy.” The act, not yet written, is expected to 
be sent to Congress within two months. 


The Trial Lawyers report, titled "Stop Murder by Motor.” 
is the first step of a national educational campaign planned 
by the association in an effort to curb highway deaths. 


The study reported that while 605.000 Americans have died 
in all wars from the Revolution to Viet Nam, road deaths in 
this country have totaled 1.5 million in only 25 years. 
The number of persons injured in highway accidents in 
one year <1964i is the same number as the total beds in all 
United States hospitals— 1.7 million, the study revealed. 
While criticizing the apparent lack of federal interest in 
highway safety, the association also blasts automobile and 
tire manufacturers for their "lack of concern for safety” and 
recommends that the federal government set minimum safety 


standards for design and maintenance of all vehicles and 
equipment as "it has already done for planes, ships and 
trains.” 
Other recommendations made by the Trial Lawyers in­ 
clude: 
• The creation of a Federal Bureau of Driver Licensing 
to provide federal control of licensing and ensure uniform 
standards. 
• Mandatory physical and eye examinations of drivers 
every three years, raising the minimum age limit for drivers 
to 18, except for 16-year-olds who have passed certified driv­ 
er education courses. 
• Lowering the blood alcohol level at which drivers are 
assumed to be drunk to .10 per cent and adopting an “Im­ 
plied Consent Law” under which a driver charged with drink­ 
ing would be compelled to undergo an alcohol test or forfeit 
his license. 
• Mandatory safety design features in all cars soid in the 
United States 
Such features would include padded head 
supports to prevent "whiplash” injuries; safety wheels; disc 
brakes and dual braking systems; head and tail lights visible 
from the side as well as the front; cornering lights; hydraulic 
bumpers; elimination of X-frames; permanent flashing warn­ 
ing systems for emergencies. 
• Mandatory inspection of all motor vehicles twice yearly. 
• National traffic codes, highway signs, traffic control 
devices and accident reporting centers with uniform accident 
report forms. 


Pointing out that there are no "state boundaries” for auto­ 
mobile travel, the association said that auto safety regula­ 
tions could properly be made by the federal government 
without raising "states- rights” controversies.

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Massive Federal Attack on 
Highway Accidents Proposed

NEW YORK—iNEA)—Unless the federal government does 
something soon, deaths from motor vehicle accidents will 
reach 100.000 a year by 1975 -double the present auto death 
rate. 
The prediction was made today (Feb. 2) by the American 
Trial Lawyers Assn in a "white paper” which urged Wash­ 
ington to take steps to stop the carnage on the highways. 
The group of 20.000 attorneys also asked the federal gov­ 
ernment to appoint a national "safety czar” to co-ordinate a 
comprehensive highwa> safety program. 
Joseph Kelner. association president, charged it was an 
"undeniable fact” that the federal government had "no plan” 
to cope with the highway slaughter. 
Rut a plan of som e kind mac soon be in the offing. In his 
State of the Union address, President Johnson said he will 
propose a "Highway Safety Act of 1966 to seek an end to this 
mounting tragedy.” The act. not yet written, is expected to 
be sent to Congress within two months. 


The Trial Lawyers report, titled "Stop Murder by Motor." 
is the first step bf a national educational campaign planned 
by the association in an effort to curb highway deaths. 
The study reported that while 605,000 Americans have died 
in all wars from the Revolution to Viet Nam, road deaths in 
this country have totaled 1.5 million in only 25 years. 
The number of persons injured in highway accidents in 
one year (1964i is the same number as the total beds in all 
United States hospitals—I 7 million, the study revealed. 
While criticizing the apparent lack of federal interest in 
highway safety, the association also blasts automobile and 
tire manufacturers for their "lack of concern for safety" and 
recommends that the federal government set minimum safety 


standards for design and maintenance of all vehicles and 
equipment as “it has already done fo r planes, ships and 
trains." 
Other recommendations made by the Trial Lawyers in­ 
clude:

his license. 
• Mandatory safety design features in all cars sold in the 
United States. 
Such features would include padded head 
supports to prevent * whiplash” injuries; safety wheels; disc 
brakes and dual braking systems; head and tail lights visible 
from the side as well as the front; cornering lights: hydraulic 
bumpers; elimination of X-frames; permanent flashing warn­ 
ing systems for emergencies. 
• Mandatory inspection of all motor vehicles twice yearly. 
• .National traffic codes, highway signs, traffic control 
devices and accident reporting centers with uniform accident 
report forms. 


Pointing out that there are no "state boundaries" for auto­ 
mobile travel, the association said that auto safety regula­ 
tions could properly be made by the federal government 
without raising "states' rights" controversies.
